to a bulletin issued by the Domin­ 
ion Department of Agriculture. The 
quality of the product is said to be 
the highest in recent years. 
Approximately half the wool clip, 
the bulletin estimates, will remain 
in 
Canada 
for manufacture. 
Last 
year the dominion exported 6,009,- 
079 pounds of wool, of which the 
United States purchased 5,261,899 
pounds and Great Britain 70o,02* 
pounds. 
Government 
wool 
grading 
and 
systematic marketing by the Coope­ 
rative Wool Growers, which handles 
90 per cent of the clip, have raised 
the quality of Canadian w o o l/th e 
department said.

Members of the delegation have in­ 
dicated the plan, according to the 
paper. 
The proposed bill would prohibit 
the employment of tax* collectors 
who work on a commission. Spon­ 
sors of the m easure pointed out that 
many are paid up to 15 percent of 
the recoveries and that the maxi­ 
mum is .collected in most instances. 
The one dollar 
penalty allow­ 
ed county assessora^kould be done 
away with in the nflpfcure. This con­ 
cession is said to fie worth as much 
as $30,000 in the more populous 
counties of * the state, The Times de­ 
clared.

The death of Samuel Gompers brings regret to the entire 
American nation. 
For nearly half a century' he had headed 
the union labor forces of the United Stales and ha<4 directed 
them with a wisdom and ability that challenged the admir­ 
ation of all classes. 
In the first place, Gompers was a firm believer in Ameri­ 
can institutions and it is worthy of note that his last W’ords 
were a blessing on these institutions. 
Gompers had no com­ 
promise to make with red revolution but insisted on remedy­ 
ing existing evils through legal methods. 
For years he was 
the target for this class of agitators that sought to convert 
the Federation into a machine for red propaganda, but he 
stood his ground and the mighty organization he built up 
should profit by studying his methods of leadership. 
The labor movement was a very feeble thing when Gom- 
pcrs took up its fight, but today it is a force of mighty pow'er. 
It stands as a monument to a lifetime of effort on the part oi 
Gompers. 
The nation hopes that his successor will w'alk in 
his footsteps. 
Gomperg was a man whose honesty was never questioned. 
Others might hold different views, but even they gave him 
credit for personal integrity and honesty of intentions.

Martha replied that she knew he would live again 
after the day of resurrection, but expressed no hope that he 
would live again before that time. 
Then it was that Jesus 
uttered the words that have brought comfort to millions of 
every generation since, ‘‘I am the resurrection and the life; he 
that believeth in me, though he were dead, yet shall he live.” 
This promise is the staff upon which believers have always 
leaned in time of sorrow'. 
Without the supporting promise 
of meeting beyond the grave the parting w'ould.be too great 
an ordeal for many to pass through. 
The Creator implanted 
in the spirit of man a horror of being blotted out. 
Instinct­ 
ively he believes that he will live again and the problems of all 
ages has been how to attain this eternal life. 
Jesus 'answered 
it once for all. 
Mary, the other sister, next appears on the scene. 
She, 
too, had no doubt that hen* brother would not have died had 
the Master had been there. 
It was then that Jesus, man­ 
ifesting the human side of his nature, mingled his tears with 
those of the mourning ones. 
It was when standing before the tomb that he reached 
the highest point of his ministry. 
Not alone was he moved 
by the tears of his friends, but having repeatedly proved him­ 
self the Master of. life, he was now to show himself the Master 
of death as well. 
He had foretold his own resurrection, and 
now' by asserting his power over death his followers would 
be better prepared to comprehend his own triumph over tho 
grave w'hich was to come not many days later,'and symbolize 
the complete victory w'hen the last trumpet sounds. 
Those around him knew that some great event was to 
take place but few' w'ere prepared for w hat actually happened. 
After a brief prayer Jesus cried in a loud voice commanding 
Lazarus to come forth. 
Death loosed his grip on his victim 
at the w'ord of command and fled. Once more the heart sent 
life giving blood through the body and once again tile lungs 
expanded with the breath of life. 
He w'ho was dead ap­ 
peared at the mouth of the tomb and Jesus ordered that he 
be freed from the habilaments of death and he permitted to 
go his wfay. 
On a previous occasion Jesus had said that some would 
not believe, even though one rose from the dead. 
This w'as 
now verified, for we are told that although some believed, 
others went straighway into Jerusalem, two miles away, to 
report the matter to the church dignitaries. 
This served to 
increase their hatred for they saw the possibility of the peo­ 
ple rising en masse and driving them from their comfortable 
posts. 
They redoubled their efforts to take his life,and ere 
long they succeeded, but* the result w'as far different from 
w hat they had anticipated. 
We are told little of the subsequent life of Lazarus. Per­ 
haps for him it would have been better to sleep on undisturbed 
until the final great triumph over death and the grave is pro­ 
claimed, even though the parting caused mafiy tears and heart 
aches. 
No doubt this is best in most cases today, even though 
the very heart strings are torn 
by 
the pangs of grief the 
ordeal causes, but in the case of Lazarus his restoration to 
life was to be the crowning manifestation of the power of 
Jesus and as a loyal follower no doubt Lazarus was willing 
to undergo the persecution and perhaps death of which he 
was undoubtedly the target before much longer. 
The enemies 
of Jesus could not afford to have such a striking living ex­ 
ample of his power going about relating his experiences to 
the people. 
There is little reason to believe that the life of 
Lazarus was happy# after coming from the grave other than 
in the sustaining thought that his sufferings were for the 
Master who had loved him.

ship, and no moral leadership of a 
constructive sort. 
Naturally, then, this man said, 
boys who don’t like their jobs turn 
to the streets, the pool hails, aud 
the gang hang-outs for relief from 
^the dullness of work. 
All too many 
of them fall into bad habits through 
evil companionships. And the youth­ 
ful criminal is the ultimate prod­ 
uct. 
Most of our crime is done by 
young fellows, under 25 years of 
age. 
And here is the most astounding 
fact in the entire list of statistics:i 
Our annual bill for crime in the 
United States is now $3,00Q,000!- 
000. 
The Tribune has printed that, 
figure before. 
We shall doubtless 
reprint it frequently. 
To our mind, 
it is at once a most staggering and 
a most tragic fact.

The American notes with amaze­ 
ment the speed of taxi dlivers, par­ 
ticularly, on boulevards and avenues 
and streets. And he is also amazed 
to learn that the number of acci­ 
dents in proportion to population 
and in proportion to tba number of 
registered cars is surprisingly small.
